The Republic of Venice, by a re(clution of the 
2athof July, bave forbid French veilels from enter- 
ing the guiph of Venice during the prefent troubles. 
The above refolutions was notfied to the French 
atibaflador, adding, that it was taken in order to ob- 
ferve the ftriQeft neutrality. 

Aag, 12. Woe have accounts from Warfae, that 
the king has offered to abdicate the crown, and take 
a journey to Italy, but that his abdication had not 
yet been accepted, 


Warsaw, Anguft 8. 

The King does net appeer in public fince his ac- 
ection to the confederation of Targowicz. His maj- 
efty has figned the dimiffion of the Polith generale 
Kofchinfk and Wrelhartki, Brigadier Mokrowfky, 
and 16 other officers. 

The greateft part of the Polifh treops have evacua- 
ted this capital, to take up thew quarters in Great Po- 
land. The army of Lithuania has taken the fame 
die&tion, with a determination to maintain the new 
eonftitunen. 

10,000 Ruffians, under the command of Gen. 
Caffachawfki, arrived in this metropolis, and 10,000 
more are :O follow them. The whole diltri@ of 
Warfaw has acceded gb the confederation of Tar- 
gowicz. 

Count Staniflaus Felix Potocki has been acknowl- 
edged general marfhal of the confedæation of the 
eroryn. 

He now lies dangeroufly ill of a fever. He has 
prohibited the publifhing of the national gazette. 

A dict will be convened at Groduo in the courfe of 
next month ; and a ftrong body of Ruffians will be 
encamped in the vicinity of that city. 

Lonpon, Augs 28. 

All the cu&om houfe cutters at Portfmeuth were 
yelterday put under the command of admiral lard Hood, 
and feveral other difpofitions made, which are never 
adopted but for the purpofes of a general imprefe of 
feamen. 

Whether thefe fteps indicate an intention in eur 
sourt to take an active part in the cantinental difputes, 
or whether they are merely precautionary mesures to 
enable us to 2& as circumftances and found policy may 
afterwards dictate, a little time will probably deter- 
mine.

The king has borrowed immenfe fums of money 
to fupport his rebel brothers and their criminal adhe- 
rents, If things do not take a different turn in his 
favor, above 20 bankers in this capital will be oblig- 
ed to ftop payment ; and the fums being fo immenfe, 
the bankruptcies in Paris will occafion feveral others 
in all the great towns in Europe. His debts amount 
at leaft to 150 millions of livres. 

There are at this moment unwards of two thouf- 
and men employed in fortifying the tower of the 
temple, where the king is confired—the ditch which 
is to furround it is to bs twenty feet wide.

Others, in 
fhart, imagine they fee his rebel troops marching a- 
gainft the capital. and him infolently di@tating laws 
to the national affembly ; but let his intentions be what 
they may, certain it is, that the caufe of liberty fs 
in dangere=certain it is, thor the ichifm which now 
prevails in the young general’s army awakes the moft 
fertous alarms in the breatt of every individaul wedded 
to freedom-~certain it is, in fine, that more than 
three parts of the regulars under his command have

M. La Fayette’s letter concluded with inviting the 
department, in the nama of the conftitution, to call 
upon and apply to him on all occafions, whea the 
afety of the fate fhould require it. 
In his fecond letter he complained of not having 
received an an{wer to his firft. He repeated the fame 
principles; and in order to determine the department

Fourth year of Liberty Firft of Equality. 
Mr, Olwald.—I know not whether the fudden 
departure of the bitih ambaffador threatens France 
with any hoftile meafures on the partof the ceurt of 
St. James’s or not. But certainit is, that all the 
Englith prints, hired by the civil lifts of the courts 
of London, and cf the Thuilleries, in order to trae 
duce the French revolution, have reprefented in the 
moft atrocious coloure, the events of the glorious 
10th of Auguft. It isto be apprehended that the 
englifh peoyle may be led aftray by fuch perfidious re> 
ports; and that the court, awaling itfelf of the ope 
portunity, may plunge the nation into a mieafure perm 
nicious to the canfe of liberty. It is, therefore, ¢x- 
tremely neceflary and urgent to undeceive the Britifh 
nation, and to defeat thé infernal plots of thele royal 
tigers, who have always, and ever will delight in ine 
ftigating two brother nations to mutual butchery. It 
isa duty which we owe to France, to Eugland, to

Jait fefion, thirty 
feven members of the houfe of reprefenta- 
tives and eighteen members of the fenate of 
the united ftates, met in this city, and form- 
ed quorums of both houfes, The fpeaker 
of the houfe of reprefentatives having ta- 
ken the chair, a new member, Mr, Leunard, 
from-Maffachufetts appeared, was qualified 
and took his feat; a’ meffage was fent to the 
fenaté to acquaint that houle, that the hoole 
of reprefentatives were ready to proceed to 
the choice of chaplains. Mr. Otis from the’ 
fenate, informed the houfe, that the fevate 
had formed a quorum, and tha: in confe- 
quence of the abfence of the vice-prefident 
they had chofen Mr. Langdon prefident pro. 
tem.—A petition from the merchants in 


Charleton; S. C., was prefented and - read | 


complaining of the exhorbicant fees of the 
court of admiralty of the united flates, ‘alfo 
of the extravagant bail, demanded in cafes 
of trivial actions brought by fedmen under a 
claufe or claufes of the a& for regulating the 
pay of feamen in the fervice of the menchants 
in the united ftates, and praying ‘a reduétian 
of the fees in the former cafe,& redrefsin both.

It was hoped that the treaty of Holfton 
made with the Cherokee nation in July 179, 
would have prevented a repetition of fuch 
depredations.—But the event has not an- 
{wered this hope ~The Chickamagus, aid- 
ed by {fome bandixti of another tribe, in their 
vicinity, have recently perpetrated wanton, 
and unprovoked hoftilities upon the citizens 
of the united ftates in that quarter. The 
information which has been received on this 
fubject will be laid before you.-——Hitherto 
defenfive precautions only have been ftridtly

limited term of payment, he wrote a letter 


of excule praying delay and offering to pay - 


the debt in Vermont ; upon which one of 
the partners having other bufinefs, called on 
gen. Allen to fulfil his promifes, he delayed 
the time firlt olfered by himfelf and pledged 
his honor to fatisfy the demand at a certain 
time, to which he paid no manner of atten- 
tion, but offered other terms, formed con- 
tracts, and promifed faithfully to fatisty the 
demand at diferent periods, in which he al- 
fo failed ; being thns exa{perated, a fuit was. 
comunenced in the fall 1789, anml at twelve 
months end we obrained judgment, but up- 
on his predominant principle of delaying 
the payment of a juft deb: (which he never 
pretended to difpute to us, and fo often 
pledged his word, &c. for the payment, 
befides being in a fair noteof hand) he ob- 
tained a review, At the expiration of fix 
months the judgment was confirmed, and 
execution ifued, which through his fair 
promifes, &c. was not putin force till A- 

ril 1792, at which time it was put into the 
eae of Mr. Tuttle, deputy theriff, who 
unacquainted with the principles of general 
Allen, depended upon him for payment and 
took a certain perfoa’s receipt for property 
that never was turned out; finding the im- 
propriety of the ftep taken by the officer, 
at our requelt returned the receipt, and lev- 
ied anew on a fpan of horfes, and fome 
land, turned out by us 5 the day of fale was 
appointed, but the officer through illnefs 
was prevented from attending ; ftill willing 
to do his duty, fo far as his fituation would 
permit he fent the execution to another dep- 
uty, by the name of Benjamin Seely who 
accepted it and accordingly repaired to the 
pot, where the property was delivered him 
by ofe of us who had receipted it to Tut- 
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tle, afking Seely at the fame time if we 
Could depend on his being faithful, and 
promifing to make good any pretended claim 
on the property which was attempted by a 
certain perfon, without any foundation, 
whom we had reafon to fufpect to be a friend 
to general Allen, from his apparently watch- 
ing every motion and repeatedly converfing 
with Seely in private ; he however adjourn- 
ed the fale and did not attend on the day of 
adjournment, but we do not think fit to give 
any further ftatement of his condu&, which 
might prejudice the public, as a fuit is in- 
tended to be commenced againft him for his 
proceedings ; fuffice it then to fay that we 
were obliged to return the property and af- 
ter complaining to Stephen Pearl he was 
broke; and after different promifes from 
general Allen of payments of Sol. gol, &e. 
at the end of ten days we agreed to take 80 
dollars on condition that Allen gave his note 
‘for the balance, and acknowledged judg- 
ment on it; as Seely ftill had the the execu- 
‘tion and had it in his power to put us to the 
trouble of a new fuit. 

On this fettlement gen, Allen faid, in 
the prefence of feveral gentlemen, that John 
Knickerbacor Efq. (who was the friend we 
fo much fufpected) attended on the day of 
fale and he had given him money to buy the 


_ property if it was fold, (as he was a dutch- 


man and confequently a good judge of hor- 
fes) we then agreed to let the execution lye 
a month in the office, gen. Allen promifing 
in that time to make us payment, in which 
he as ufual failed, andon the oth July we ° 
gave the execution to Stephen Pearl, fheriff 
who was knowing to all the above proceed- 
ings, on giving him the execution we told 
him it was needlefs to repeat to him the ufage 
we had received as he was well knowing to 
it, and defired that he would promife upon 
his word and honor, to keep fuch property 
as he might take by virtue thereof in his own 
poffeffion and take no receipt for it, which 
he accordingly did, and gave usa receipt for 
the execution : within about ten days of the 
life of it, feeing that nothing was yet done, 
and fearing from different reports, we thought 
beft to forward the bufinefs by taking Al- 
len’s body, which we accordingly turned out 
to Pearl, who promifed that the execution 
fhould be paid up in the life of it; on the 
gth of Auguft, which was the laft day of 
the execution ; meeting with Pearl at Bur- 
lington Bay, we afked him what was done, 
he anfwered that Allen was gone to the gov- 
ernor’s to borrow money to make up the fum, 
and that if we were not paid by next day 
atten o’clock in the forenoon, he would 
convey Allen’s body to goal; we afked him 
if he was fure the body would then be in his 
power, he anfwered he isin my cuftody and 
I can take him when I pleafe: next morning 
he came to us and faid, “I have done my” 
beft endeavors, here is forty-two pounds, 
and the genéral has turned out property for 
the balance, which I have pofted according 
to law.” After receiving the forty-two 
pounds—we afked him if he had taken any 
receipt for the property, he anfwered no, 
and that it was in his own poffeffion : we af- 
terwards found by information that Pearl 
had not feen Allen from the time he left us

“I am agreeably difappointed in this 
place: I Gnc it pleafantly fituated; it lies 
lar the confluence of two beatiful rivers’; the 
Alleghany glides gently down by the north 
weltern fides of the town, within handfome 
banks, ‘and the Monongahela comes in from 
the foutheaft, and forms the point of the 
town; they are each about 150 yards wide, 
andare well tored with a variety of fih, 
'which are an excellent acquifition to our 
' market. The beaucifulriver Ohio is made 
by a junction of the waters of Alleghany 
and Monongahela,, at the diftance of about 
one fourth of a mile fouth of the town,---- 
The town itfelf, is fituated ona large plain, 
at the point between the firft mentioned riv- 
ers and a point of land which runs by it on 
the ealtern fide. It isa place of confiderable 
trade, and contains about 200 houfes, ftores 
and fhops, fome of which are elegant,---- 
We can find in this little village all the ne- 
ceffaries and many of the luxuries of life.
